The eutopfy notes, conveyed to the secret Serviee, in part described as 
in Dr. Humes’ hands when he testified, and. of which ether proofs are in my pos- 
session. These were made, did exist, and I sent you e copy of the memo with vh 1 ch 
they were fordwdr&ed and receipted by your agency. 

The statements obtained fey Secret Serviee agents from the Barkis nd 
medical people, referred to in ODgf. My last request, of the Arefeites, fca? these, 
dated Ho vernier 18 of last year, is without answer. 

X remind you again that * have not received from the Archives that ditch 
you told me you had given then to fee given to me. They have not, in fact, even 
written me that you forwarded these things, 2 remind you again that this manna r of 
delivery is net prescribed by or required fey the law and does not meet with my 
request, especially when not accompanied with the covering letter*. It would be 
helpful If 1 had these covering letters. 

Xf you believe another meeting could serve a useful purpose, pleeae 
let me know. As matters now rest, my options are more limited than they need fee 
or then X prefer.
